withstanding many bickerings, Amer- 
icans and Britons have remained con- 
tinuously at peace, and It seems? al- 
most Inconceivable that 
this happy 


state of affairs can fail to lie iicnnn- 
nent Yet, In the Intervening hundred 
years, there have been occasions by no 
means Infrequent, when the two coun- 
tries glared 
at 
each 
other 
iu no 


friendly spirit, and it seemed almost 
a miracle that they avoided clashing 
swords. 
The slogan "Fifty-four, forty 


or fight," the "Trent affair," the Cleu-- 
land message about Venezuela, are but 
typical examples of occasions when « 
little loss of temper on either side, an 
Incautious word, an untoward incident, 
might have led to a third conflict in 
arms between the two great branches 
of the Anglo-Saxon world. Fortunate- 
ly, the two nations have been guided 
by men who were throughout con- 
scious of the practical Identity of cul- 
ture in the civilizations represented 
hy the two countries, and frequent as 
has been the family quarrels they have 
always been allayed by judicious con- 
cessions on the one side or tbe other, 
or both. 
Immediately after the war of 1812, 


instead of increasing their armaments 
and growling and glaring at one an- 
other across their borders, the two 
countries immediately adopted a policy 
of disarmament on the Great Lakes 
and reduced their fleets on both sildes 
to a mere police status of four vessels. 
That incident may one day loom large 
iu the world's history as a precedent 
for the righteous conduct of two na- 
tions claiming to be civilized. 
The 


other striking fact In the relation of 
the two countries is the existence of u 
stretch of four thousand miles of co- 
tcrm'nous borders without a fort or 
fortress on either side to suggest even 
the possibility of hostile relations. And
